An apology has been issued and a full 
refund granted after a Pen Centre store 
came under fire last weekend for what 


week quickly went viral last Saturday with 
more than 3,200 shares online. 

It was May 27 when the parents of 
26-year-old Tom, whose last name has 

the room of their autistic son containing 


more than $1,100 in cosmetics. 

The online posting, created by fam¬ 
ily friend Sandra Frayne, alleges staff at 
Adore Cosmetics convinced Tom during 
a May 25 visit that he had bags under his 
eyes and sensitive skin that required the 
help of their products. When Tom’s par- 

ation, the post claims they were told by 
management that staff had no choice but 
to treat the man as they would any other 
customer and approve the sale. 

According to the post, store staff 
checked that Tom was employed — he 
works at a local McDonald’s — and had

It was 
noted by staff, the post reads, that 
he was not wearing a medical 
bracelet and was not accompanied 
by a support worker or caregiver. 

When Tom’s parents went to the 
store seeking a refund, they were 
denied.

Miami-based company’s commu¬ 
nications department. A statement 
was issued through e-mail late last 
Monday that said the initial refusal 
to offer a refund was “in direct vio¬ 
lation of Adore Cosmetics brand 
policies.” Because Adore stores are 
independently owned and oper¬ 
ated, there can at times be a "lag 
in our becoming aware of issues 
like this,” the statement reads. 

When the company learned of the 


incident via social media, the store 
was contacted and a refund was 
issued to Tbm, the statement said 
“We also directly apologized 
to his family. We made sure that 
the Adore Cosmetics store at Pen 
Centre terminated the employee 
who sold Tom the products and 
violated the brand policy regard¬ 
ing both sales and returns.”

"It was lovely to see so many 
people wanting to just do the 
simple thing, to help some¬ 
body." 

In 2013, a Forever Flawless 
kiosk in the Pen Centre was criti¬ 
cized after a woman with Down 
syndrome purchased $1,700 in 
face cream and a post about the 
incident wentviral on Facebook 

A refund and an apology was 
also issued at that time.

General Electric is coming to Welland 
and bringing 150 jobs. 

Elyse Allan, president and chief exec¬ 
utive officer of GE Canada, said in an 
announcement last Wednesday morn¬ 
ing Welland was chosen because it met 
a number of requirements, including 
being close to the border. 

A 450,000-square-foot facility is set to 
be built off of Highway 140, near North- 

ning in 2018. Various engines used in 
the oil and gas industry will be built at 
the plant. 

Welland Mayor Frank Campion said 
the city is excited about the employ¬ 
ment and business opportunities that 
will come with this plant. 

Residents in the downtown area who 

is a big plus in such a tough job mar-

He said economic development officers 
in Niagara municipalities share a common 
goal of bringing industry to Niagara, rather 
than competing with each other. 

“Contrary to popular belief, we don’t 
actually fight with each other,” Degazio 
said, adding his colleagues from other 
municipalities “were all part and parcel to 
the initial meetings with GE which led to 
something coming together” 

If it hadn't been for that team approach, 
“we weren't even in the picture." 

Degazio said GE wasn't even consider¬ 
ing Welland or any other community in the 
region until the company was approached 
by economic development officers from 
Welland, St Catharines, Niagara Falls, Port 
Colbome and Fort Erie, as well as former 
Niagara Economic Development Corp. 
director Bob Seguin, who has since retired. 

“They came away ftom that meeting with 
a pretty good impression," Degazio said. 

GE management visited Welland last 
week after finalizing plans for the move. 
During that visit, Degazio said the manag¬ 
ers told him they were “kind of surprised 
that five municipalities that were in com¬ 
petition were actually coming together in a 
cooperative mode.” 

“The co-operation was good news for 
them,” Campion said. "We're all working 
together. It impacts the entire region. By 
working together in partnership, we can 
put a whole package together and work as 
one big team.” 

Niagara's team was competing for GE 

company announced its plans. 

Out of 10 municipalities in five provinces 
that were initially considered, the company 
narrowed its list to Welland and a munic¬ 
ipality in Quebec before finally selecting 
Welland a few weeks ago. 


Campion said millions of dollars worth 
of incentives helped seal the deal, provided 
by the city and Niagara Region through the 
Gateway Community Improvement Plan. 

Although the company had initially esti¬ 
mated the cost of the new plant at $265 mil¬ 
lion, Campion said the designs of the facil¬ 
ity and cost estimates are yet to be final¬ 
ized. Once that information is available, the 
value of the incentives can be determined. 

But waiving development charges alone 
could save the company as much as $6 mil¬ 
lion, the mayor said. 

Degazio said the city's skilled workforce, 
manufacturing experience and the pres¬ 
ence of Niagara College also contributed to 
the selection. 

Campion said he hopes the presence of 
GE in the city will act as a catalyst to draw 
the attention of other major manufactures. 

"This is a big company coming here. It's 
big news and people in the industry are 
going to start to say, 'Hey, what's going on 
in Welland?” he said. 

Campion said city council put its full sup¬ 
port behind efforts to bring GE to Welland. 

Ward 5 Coun. Mike Petrachenko, whose 
ward will be home to the new plant, was 
ecstatic about the announcement 

“It's fantastic news for the city of the 
Welland and for the region. It’s great news,” 
he said, giving full credit to local economic 
development staff. 

"It's unbelievable. It's a credit to us, our 
workforce, the land that we have that's serv¬ 
iced, it's a fantastic location.” 

However, after years of helplessly watch¬ 
ing as local industries have left Welland for 
greener pastures elsewhere, he had mixed 
emotions knowing that the city is benefit- 
ting from the job losses in Waukesha. 

“I felt for those workers. I’m happy as all 
heck for Welland, but a part of me is a lit¬ 
tle disappointed for Wisconsin, but that's 
American politics.”
